Albany, N. Y., Sept. 1 (;p).—A 


nev law, designed to keep children 
out of industry, reqnlres New York 
state students to remain in school 
until they are 16 years old. 
Pre- 


viously work certificates were Is- 
sued to children 14 years old. 


The law, effective September 1, 


"originally was intended to carry 
out provisions of the NRA for- 
bidding children under 16 from 
working in Industry," Miss Mar- 
garet M. Loughlin, of the division 
of attendance. State Department of 
Education, said. 


The new laws also permit cities 


to require attendance of children 
.up to 17 years old, and to require 
those of 16 and 17 who are work- 
ing to attend part time school four 
hours a week. 


Although more teachers may be 


needed in "the larger centers". 
Miss Loughlin said that because of 
lack of employment for children 
as well as adults In the last six 
years, the new law "would not en- 
tall the hiring of so many addi- 
tional teachers as otherwise might 
be necessary."

Whole Town Air Cooled 


by Texas Inventor's Plan 


Lubbock, Texas.—If a proposal 


submitted to the city commission 
here by A J. Richardson, member 
of that body and an inventor of 
note, is adopted the streets of Lub- 
bock m-ill be the first of any munici- 
pality in the world to be air cooled. 


It was declared by Richardson 


that an air-cooling system for the 
business streets of the city could 
be installed for approximately |30,< 
000 and maintained during each 
summer at a cost of about $5,000. 


The plans would involve the in* 


fftallation of coolinc equipment and 
the distribution of the washed and 
cooled air by means of six side- 
walk towers on sightly posts at 
street intersections. By ihis means 
the temperature of the streets 
would be reduced 25 to 35 degree*

ranges from 95 to 105 decrees. 


Variety of Names Given 


to the Popular Ladybird 


In Spain the name "St. Anthony's 


little pig" is given to the ladybird, 
that brightly colored and spotted 
little beetle loved by children the 
world over. People of all ages 
everywhere consider it a sign of 
good luck for a ladybird to settle on 
their hands or clothes, and they 
take care not to disturb it until it 
flies away of its own accord. 


The affection felt for the lady- 


bird is shown by the numerous pet 
names by which it is known in 
various countries: "St. Michael's lit- 
tle chicken," in Piedmonf.—Lucia," 
short for Santa Lucia, in Italy gen- 
erally; 
"Little Animal of our 


Lord," in Holland; "Cushcow" 
or "Lady-cow," in Yorkshire. 


And in nearly every country the 


ladybird's name is connected with 
religion, states a writer in Pear- 
son's Weekly. The English "lady" 
stands for Our Lady; the French 
name is "Bete a Bon Dieu"; Spain, 
Russia and Bulgaria all talk of 
"God's cow," and the Serbians of 
"God's sheep." 


These are a few ot the colloquial 


names given to one or other of the 
2,000 species of the ladybird. In 
England alone, there are over forty 
kinds of ladybird that feed on other 
insects and thtir grubs. They posses 
most unladylike appetites and they 
eat huge quantities of green-fly and 
insects which prey on fruits, flow- 
ers and trees — particularly firs, 
pines and junipers. One species of 
ladybird, for instance, 
devours 


scale insects and so protects apple 
trees and ash.

Transparent corrrs profile both warmth And good rlskm in 
fighting planes like ilils being purchased by the U. 8.

clared that as cold increases the 
heavy winter flying suits used by 
service flyers becomes ineffective and

panic and finally stupor and death."

For this reason, he declared, tests 


on 35 pilots and observers 
have 


shown that the higher efficiency of 
planes with open cockpits is more 
than offset by a loss of efficiency in 
Lhe men who handle them, the net 
loss in efficiency being about 19 per 
cent.
